To Start Soon 


DIDSBURY, ALBERTA, WEDNESDAY, MARCH 24, 1954 


Minister of Highways Gordon 
Taylor reaffirmed his statements 
made at a meeting here some weeks 
ago when he announced in the 
legislature that a $10,000,000 new 
highway will be constructed with- 
in the next two years between 
Bowden and Crossfield. 

The 29-mile four-lane highway 
divided by a 20-ft. median will be 
the first ever constructed in the 
Canadian west and will replace the 
existing highway between the two 
points. The stretch was selected 
because it was probably the worst 
for turns and curves between Ed- 
monton and Calgary. 

The new road between Crossfield 
and Bowden, which by-passes Car- 
Stairs, Didsbury and Olds, will be 
started immediately and if it 
proves satisfactory, it will prob- 
ably be a pattern for all main 
highways in the province. 

Special crossings are to be pro- 
vided for east-west traffic.

This last week I went to see the 
picture “Titanic” and found it to 
be one of the better pictures that 
Hollywood produces. The picture, 
as a documentary, was good, al- 
though the ship’s captain and crew 
never really emerged as “real.” The 
real emotional build-up concerned 
ththe tragic failure of an aristocra. 
tic family man, whose pride and 
stubborn self.will was leading his 
family to marital and spiritual 
shipwreck with the same speed and 
disregard of warning signs as the 
voyage of the ill.fated ship. Even- 
tually he lost his life, but saved 
his soul. 

The picture has a message of 
social significance, as a parable of 
human life. How often has hu- 
manity been shipwrecked when 
catastrophe might have been av- 
erted. The husband and wife in 
the play didn’t know at what point 
their marriage had gone wrong, but 
it took the catastrophe to straight- 
en things out, It is a fact that 
many at the present time feel that 
we are heading toward disaster, al- 
though they are not just certain 
where the mistake was made. 

One of the ‘icebergs’ that is a 
potential threat to the world’s 
safety is a result of the fact that 
in certain parts of the world there 
is a surplus of food, while in other 
areas there is hunger and starva. 
tion, 

The Lenten appeal of the United 
Church concerns “Food for the 
World’s Hungry.” At Easter time 
a special offering will be received 
and the entire proceeds of this of. 
fering will be used to purchase 
food, particularly for India and 
Korea. Special literature and of- 
fering envelopes will be provided to 
give further information to church 
people.
